East Waco Flooded By 
Brazos; Other Rivers 
Are Endangering Lives

WACO, Sept. 28.—(&)—Hundreds of lowland fami- 


lies dropped rehabilitation work and fled for their lives 
again today when turbid Central Texas rivers did an un- 
welcome encore to last week's disastrous floods. 


Property loss, estimated at $5,000,000 
after 
last 


week's disaster, rapidly climbed into the millions again 
but loss of life was held to a minimum. Four deaths had 
been attributed to heavy, autumnal rains 
and 
record 


overflows. 


Thousands received emergency relief as streams and 


tributaries equalled,, in some sections, flood stages at- 
tained during the 1921 flood that took 224 lives in the 
area. 


In Brown and McCulloch counties more than 100 


families who had moved back into homes ruined a week 
ago, fled again today as the Colorado river threatened to 
repeat. The river at Winchell, 19 miles south of Brown- 
•wood, reached a 56 foot stage at 11 a. m. and continued 
to rise a foot an hour towards last week's high mark of 
nearly 60 feet.

MAIN MATTER FOR CONSID-

FUNDS PAY PENSIONS 


AUSTIN, Sept. 28.—W— 


The forty-fourth Texas leg- 
islature formally 
convened 


at noon today, inaugurating 
a hunt for new revenue to 
finance old age assistance 
expected to last at least 30 
days. 


Raising of additional funds for 
the pension program and consid- 
eration of unemployment compen- 
sation legislation under the fed- 
eral social security act were du- 
, «, ties of the legislators named by 


governor James V. Allred in call- 
ing a special session. 


A quorum was present in both 
senate and house of representa- 
tives as 
Lieut-Gov. Walter 
F. 


Woodul and Speaker Coke Ste- 
venson banged their gavels and 
sped the session on its way. Tem- 
porary organization was the first 
business. 


Governor Allred prepared a mes- 
sage for delivery in person out- 
lining recommendations on means 
of 
raising 
pension money, but 


Stevenson said it probably would 
not be received until tomorrow. 


Members had on their desks a 
report by Orvllle S. 
Carpenter, 
state director of pensions, to the 
effect that Texas old age assist- 
'ance law had proven to be more 
liberal than those of other states 
and was heading for a pension 
program the like of which had 
never been seen in this country. 
The director estimated that un- 


der the law as it existed 147,676 
persons ultimately would get on 
the rolls and the bill would be 
$30,000,000 annually. 
He figured 
additional financing needed was 
about $4,000,000 for the period un- 
til Jan. 1, 1837, and thereafter a 
minimum of $12,000,000 a year.

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Texas Pensions 


Plan Greatest 
Ever Attempted 


AUSTIN, 
Sept. 28—(/P>-Orville 


S. Carpenter, director of old age 
assistance, warned in a report to 
Governor James V. Allred 
today 
that Texas had embarked on 
a 


pension program which threaten- 
ed to exceed anything ever seen 
in this country. 


The report was made public as 
the forty-fourth 
legislature met 


for an extraordinary session

pensions. 


Carpenter said the needy aged in 
Texas could be provided for ade- 
quately at much less cost than an 
estimate he submitted if the state 
law was amended to restrict eligi- 
bility requirements. 


"This can be done without plac- 


ing any undue hardship upon those 
persons actually in need and with- 
out lowering the scale of payments 
now in effect," he said. 


"The conclusion is inescapable 
that Texas has embarked upon a 
program of old age assistance that

Over Two Thousand Homeless In Waco Flood 
Streams of County Go 
On Rampage and Cover 
Lowlands and High ways 


Corsicana and Navarro county residents were grate- 


ful Monday for a brisk norther that brought an end to 
torrential rains over the entire sector over the week- 
end and resulted in the widest spread of floochvaters on 
major and minor creeks in many years, with hundreds 
of thousands of dollars damage estimated. 


Attention of highway and railroad crews was center- 


ed on Chambers Creek on Highway 31 east oC Corsicana 
early Monday afternoon as the flood continued to rise 
at that point. Railway officials reported that at 1 p. m. 
the waters were fifteen inches higher than they were 
last year and within two feet of the Cotton Belt tracks 
on the trestle spanning the bottom. The waters were 
reported to have risen only three inches between 8 a. m. 
and 1 p. m. but the retarded flow was partly accounted 
for by the break of the levee near Petty's Chapel on the 
Rpane road. The water was approximately the sama 
distance below the highway bridge. 


For almost twelve hours Corsicana was isolated from 


points north and west because of high waters on Cham- 
bers and Richland creeks and hundreds 
of 
motorists 


found themselves marooned in the city until breaks in 
the levee along Chambers creek near Highway 15 per- 
mitted the floodwaters to drop quickly in the vicinity 
of Emhouse and re-open the old road to Ennis which haa 
been closed by floods since about noon Sunday.

The 
chief 
difficulty, per- 


haps, is that we hardly 
seem to know enough yet 
about crime to make a start, 
so complex and baffling are 
its causes and so varied are 
expert suggestions for treat- 
ment. Crime seems to have 
its roots not only in human 
nature, but in our social and 
economic 
institutions. 
It 


seems to increase with the 
industrial age. 
The psy- 


chologists, the sociologists, 
the 
criminologists, cannot 


agree as to what society 
should do about it. 


But a start has to be 


made some time, in under- 
standing the situation and 
providing 
remedies. 
And 


when society finds effective 
remedies, they may be very 
different from those trust- 
ed so confidently 
in

detective agency to the stand in 
a renewal of its Inquiry into al- 
leged violations of civil rights. 


Late yesterday the investigators 


recorded letters and oral testi- 
mony of I. H. McCarty, gas and 
munitions 
salesman, 
declaring 


that sharp competition 
between 


the salesmen in California some- 
times led to "greasing." 
In a letter to a superior in his 


firm, the Lake 
Erie 
Chemical 


company, McCarty had complain- 
ed of "greasing" tactics employ- 
ed by a competitor. He explained 
that his firm forbade him to give 
gratuities to officials

Next and last is the hawk, the

The hawk 
operates the year round and he is 
pretty sure of his game.

we could offer a bounty on all 
these quail enemies. By their an- 
nihilation the way would be open 
for more birds.
